ectes,tradpng the Seas epther fo; fyſbyng oz marchaundize , to vſe their accus 
tomed mancr without any trouble of the ſapd Kyng of Spaynes Subiectes, # 
din caſesnedefull,to defend thema gaynt the French,whero! dpd folowe ſpe- 
cially duryng the tune ofthe herring fyſbing , greate quietnes and ſinguler com- 
moditi: to the Subiectes of the ayd Kyng,ſpecia!lyto them of the low countreps,as her aieftic hath ben cer- 
eayncly enfourmed, and is therofglad. Pct ſithens that time,ſundzy of the ſaid kynges ſubiectes fo2 pziuate lus 
ere.abuſyng her Daielties good intention notified in the ſayde pzoclamation,haue ſought to colour the goodes 
and marchaundiſ; ofthe French, beyng yer Daicſties enemies, both comming out, and paſſing into Fraunce,as 
g-paraunt!y hath ben pzoued in ſundzy cauſes duely examined and tryed and remayning to beſhewed. Juref- 
pecte wherof,certayne ofyer Daieftiesſabiectes,which accozding to their dueties be armed vpon the Deas, to 
offend the French being enemics,haue ben moze curious tewardes ſome ofthe ſayd kyng of Spaynes lubiectes, 
in frarchyng of the ſayd deceiptes ofcoulouryng of the French goodes,and therbpon of late,ſundzy complayntes 
bauc ben made by certayne of the ſayd kynges ſubtectes,that certayne Engipſhe men of warre, beyng bpon the 
Scas.hauemoleſter them, and in ſome parte ſpopled them. Dherofher Daieſtie hath vpon continuaunce efher 
fo:;merintention towardes the maintenaunce of good amitie with her ſayde good bzother the Kyng of Spaine 
and his ſubiectes,appoynted ſpecyall Commiſſioners of trulk,to haue an extraozdinarp power and aucthozitie, 
tobcare,and ſpedelye to determine and red:cfle all ſuch complayntes,without delap ofpzocefle , and with moze 
celcritic then is adminiſtred toanpofher own naturall ſubiects. Jn which pzoceding.although her Paieſtie bn- 
derſtandeth, that her ſayde good bzothers lubiectes receaue much ſatiſfaction : yet foz that the number ofher ſub 
lectes and \byppes ofwarre,that are pzeſently vpon the Seas, 4 arelikely to go to the Deas this ſpzyng;,to the 
offence of the French,are lo great and many,and of ſo diuers pozte Townes and Countreyes , asit appeareth 
beryharde,howe a good accompt may be made ofeuerye ofthem beyng ſo manye , ſpeciallpe conſyderpnge the 
dayiye coulourynge of the Frenche wares by the ſayde Kynges Dubiectes encreaſeth manyfeſtiye. 
Therfoze her Baieſtic pil perſifipng in her fozmer fauour towardes her ſayde good bzothersg ſubicctes, and to 
withltande all diſozders againſt her other frendes, hath foz ſome moze ſurety towardes them , thought meete by 
adulſe ofher counſaple,to pzouide as foloweth,which is as much as can be deuiſed.Firſt,her Paieſtie traightly 
Chargeth and commaundeth all maner her ſubjectes,that (a!lperceaue epther onthe Seas, oz inany Pozt,Da- 
uen,oz Creke of this Realme,oz in the Rcalmof Jreland, anyper{on that may be ſuſpected by any lykely meane, 
tohauchurt 0; endamaged any ſubiect ofthe king of Dpaynes, oz that ſhall haue any gooddrs 0zmarchandike, 
that ſhall ſeme to haue ben taken from any of the ſapd kynges ſubiects,during theſe warres with Fraunce,that 
they and cuery ofthem,\ball employ themletues to the beſt of their power, to appzehend oz cauſe to be appzehen- 
ded the perſons, ſo ſuſpected to haue offended : fo the which their dopnges,they ſhall haue conuenient reward. 
Indilany Oyp ſhall come intoany Pc3t,wherok there albeany lulpition, that the owners 0z occupiers ther- 
of haue damaged any of the layd kynges ſubiectes : the iſeadmirall of that coaft, oz the Paioz, 0; other head 
officer there, in the abſence of the Uiſeadinirall, ſhal cauſe the ſapd vellell,and the perſons therin ſulpected,to be 
Cayed, vpon payne if they (hall be therin negligent, to be punylhed,as abbettours to the offendours,and therof 
and of the pzofes oz cauſes of ſuſpition,hali immediately geue knowledge,to the Commiſſioners appoynted foz 
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not, 0; wyinot gene ltech alturarmce : then the Þyppes hall not be ſured to depart to khe Seas,but knowledge 
'Salde geuen therok to the fozelayde Commiſſioners. Ind pf the partyes refuſyng to geue alſuraunce of lulkict- 
ent ſureries, Hall ſeme to de lulpected that they haue not dehaued them ſeiues well towardes her Patelties 
chey Hall allo be layed, vnetyll the fozeſayde Commiſſioners Hall determtne therof, 

decaule of late ſome complayntes haue den made by certapne Scotty men tn generalitie.agaynſt ſome 
Engixde men of warre, fo; expll vlyng of them vpon the Seas, wheretn particuler ozders are atredy geuen faz 
eryall andredzeſle of the ſame : Her Pateftie wylleth, that fuchcare be had of the well vlyng of the ſubiectes of 
der good lylter the Quene of Scottes, as the great amittte betwtrt they; two Watelttes, and they; countreys and 
people, doth neceſlaryly requyze, Fo; that her Bateftte woulde hane nothyng omttted on her parte, that myghe 
conſerue,and encreaſe the ſame.
